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Elba City Council approves clean-up ordinance, 


paving project and two board appointments

_The Elba City Council was 
busy Monday evening approv- 
ing an off premises beer license, 
appointing a school board mem- 
ber and a member of the Mental 
Health Board..In addition they 
passed a sweeping .clean-up 
ordinance in an effort to put 
teeth in enforcement of require- 
ments. 

The council tabled action on 
increasing, police officer pay by 
$1.50 ‘an hour. Mayor James 
Grimes said the move would 
cost $49,000 annually in direct 
payments to officers and about 
25% more in taxes and benefits. 

The council had discussed 
this issue in a workshop, a cou- 
ple of weeks ago, and. all 
seemed to agree it was neces- 
sary in an effort to retain good , 
officers and replace those who 
have already taken jobs in other 
communities. However, a 
motion to table the matter and 
continue the discussion in 
another workshop passed unani- 
mously. 

The council also heard froma 
delegation of residents who live 
on Marilyn Street concerning an 
ongoing sewage problem. 


These residents all utilize sep- 
tic tanks for their sewage and 
report continuing overflow 
problems. 

Tim Kyles, ‘speaking on 
behalf of the residents, request- 
ed help from the city, as septic 
tank service companies tell 
them additional field lines will 
not solve their overflowing 
problems. 

One homeowner « present 
reported being promised public 
sewage within two years when 
he and his wife bought their 
home. However the person who 
reportedly made that promise 
was not a city official. 

These homes are all below the 
level of the sewer collector line 
along old Highway 84, near the 
Elba schools. —_ Furnishing 
sewage collection to these hous- 
es would require an expensive 
pumping system, explained the 
mayor. 

Grimes told the group.a feder- 
al grant application to solve 
their problem had been rejected 
but efforts are ongoing to find 
funding to help these residents. 

One suggestion made by, con- 
tractor Robert — Kilcrease 
involved a much less expensive 
system. He gave city officials 


the necessary information and 
they promised to get cost esti- 
mates on installing such a col- 
lection system. 

_ HH Culver was reappointed 
to the Mental Health Board. 

The council also appointed 
Gappa Wise to a full term on the 
Elba School Board. Wise had 
been serving out an unexpired 
term on the school board, 

Approval was given to an off 
premises beer license for Kyles 
Place. at 1525 Jones. Street. 
Detrick’ Kyles isthe listed 
owner. 

This application had been 
delayed at a previous meeting 
because council members felt 
some legal requirements had not 
been met. 

The council passed a long dis- 
cussed clean-up ordinance in an 
effort to put teeth in efforts to 
make Elba a cleaner looking

A $43,625 price was accepted 
on resurfacing Buford Street 
from Claxton to Yelverton ahd 
also resurfacing Yelverton from 
Buford to U. S. 84 (old post 
office).

Flying 
debris can. block ventilation 
lines. 

* Never run a motor vehicle, 
generator, pressure washer or 
any gasoline-powered engine 
outside an open window or door 
where exhaust can vent into an 
enclosed area, 

How to Recognize Carbon 
Monoxide (CO) Poisoning 

Exposure to CO can cause 
loss of consciousness and death. 
The most common symptoms of 
CO poisoning are headache, 
dizziness, weakness, nausea, 
vomiting, chest pain and confu- 
sion. People who are sleeping or 
who have been drinking alcohol 
can die from CO poisoning 
before ever having symptoms. 
Consult a health care profes- 
sional right away if suspect 
symptoms occur. 

Finally, if you have a private 
water well that might have been 
covered by flood waters, test

Shiloh Baptist Church was con- 
stituted on May 23/1857. 
Middleton Brooks served as mod- 
erator of the council, and M.B.

Traditions is that the church had 
originally gone by another name 
and the name was changed to 
Shiloh because many of its mem- 
bers lost there lives at the battle of 
Shiloh during the Civil War. There 
is nothing indicated in the earliest 
record book to indicate this name 
change. It is known that many 
were killed in this battle. 

The church discipline was very 
strict at Shiloh. In 1859 several 
members were expelled. 

On May 14,1859, the church 
adopted a resolution that any male 
member absent from three 

consecutive conferences would 
be reported by the, clerk as a delin- 
GGéfit member td be déalt with by 
the church. 

Black slaves were accepted for 
membership. Two of these are 
mentioned by name in the record, 
Moses, a servant of C.S. Lee, and 
Rosa, who belonged to M.B. 
Halstead. Both were received on 
profession of. faith. The black 
members. who transgressed the 
rules of the church were expelled 
along with the whites. 

Beginning in 1861 several ref- 
erences were made to the Civil 
War in the church records. 

On June 2, the church agreed to 
“meet at candle-light each 
Saturday evening to offer devo- 
tions and prayers to God for the 
Confederate States of America”. A 
note was made on October 4, 1862 
that C.H. Franklin was leaving for

conference at Shiloh the members 
rejected the move. 

Around 1878 the church took a 
very unusual action for its day in 
that they granted a woman, Mrs. 
Musslewhite, permission to 
preach in the church building. For 
a woman to occupy a pulpit was 
almost unheard of in that day. 

During the late 1800’s and early 
1900's Shiloh was requested by 
Siloam Church and Alberton 
Baptist to ordain men to preach 
the Gospel. Also during the 1920's 
Shiloh became inactive for a peri- 
od of time. A tent revival meeting 
near the home of Edmond Hatcher 
secured 25 members. and the 
church reopened. Again in 1940 
the church became inactive. In 
1946 a revival was held and the 
church reopened, 

The Church has been rebuilt 
and renovated several times dur- 
ing its history. In 1997 the-current 

church was built. It is located on 

the same grounds of the original 
church site.
